In the yeare 1642, about ine time that the iate King Charles was forced away fram , 
Vr 8 Parliament by the ru de multitude, 88 


IN the yeare 1644. in the Chrifmf Holidayes, there appeared over this City of Loudan,a Row 
I $moake in the Firmament ( in a cleere Star-light night no cloud ſcene ) which bad his m ems the 
City about three boures before it diſpierſed it ſelte. The riſing of it was about «A/4gate or WIRE Chappt 
and extended it ſelf as farre as St. Giles iv the Fields to our appearance, and began bis mot ĩon oder the Nort| 
part of the City, moving in a perfit body (for about three houres) towards the South, till it came over the 
Themes, and there, and then ſcattercd and diſpierſt ir ſelſe. The bredth of the bow was ab. ut an Bll to our 
ſeeming : It was obſerved by divers Gentlemen inthe F/eet which I ſpare not io name, Sir 16h» Digly, Mr. 
Therxe of Bedford, Mr. Newcomen, 2. reverend Divines, Mr. James Howell, a knowing man, and they and divers 
more of quality, gave their opinion, that this Apparition was not Naturall,but ſent by God to give warning to 
this City, and that the Bow of ſmoake intimated Fire that ſhould conſume it, and that Ged fent it of pi 
poſe to give warning. I doubt not but many hundreth in the City ſaw ir, but {lighted ir, as being ſmonke 
comnion vapour that comes out of every Chinaney, and appearing at that time of Night when few peop 
were abroad, twixt Eight and Eleven at night, there could bee little notice taken of it; but at the Feet 
notice given, moſt of the Gentlemen of the houſe vent up into the Leads, where you might looke 
the houſes as farre as Aldgate and had i full view of the manner and motion of it, which fltuck a tg at 
meat into n_ of them,whereof I was one, and did obſerve it from almoſt the beginning, till it can ever the 
Thames aud diſpierſt it ſelfe. So much for the deſcription and manner of this apparition, | 6
